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Hon. W. P. Mulock Tells Utms Of Efforts Made To 
See That Parcels Reach Boys Overseas Safely 



Don't count too much on the 
war ending this year, Hon. W. P. 
Mulock, postmaster-general, told 
the Newmarket Lions club on 
Monday evening. 

After telling of a visit to Brit- 
ain, to straighten out mail diffi- 
culties. Col. Mulock spoke of a 
visit to a fighter squadron station. 

M I saw ftiem take off, and 1 am 
glad to Eay that all our planes 
came back that day," Col. Mulock 
related. "You will find no finer 
bunch of boys anywhere. They 
are under no illusion that it will 
be a short war. 

"The Germans have shown in 
recent weeks that they have the 
reserves and that they have the 
power to come back. 

"The Nazi party cannot afford 
to give in the way the Germans 
gave in in the last war. They 
know that if their fellow Ger- 
man.? don't get at them what the 
Poles. Czechs, Dutch and French 
will do to them. The Nazis have 
a strong internal army. They 
will maintain morale. They v/ill 
fight as long as Germany can 

fight. 

"Jf we ever give up without 
obtaining the unconditional sur- 
render demanded by Churchill 
and Roosevelt, it will be an un- 
bappy world for us. 

"We have gone without things, 
but let us compare bur lot with 
that of the people of Poland, Hol- 
land, Belgium and Greece, and f 
don't think that our sacrifices 
have been so great. 

'The Nazis have nothing to lose 

by going on, and everything to 

gain. We are just starting to 

win. We are just starling to 

fighr. 

"I have never seen finer troops 

than our Canadian troops over- 
seas. They are having courses 
that were never thought of in 
the last war and they have a de- 
sire to get at the Germans." 

Col. Mulock was talking to 
«ome of the "boys who were at 
Dieppe" and found them longing 
for another chance to return to 
the continent. 

^Modern battle, modern equip- 
ment, modern fighting conditions 
are terrible," said Col. Mulock. 
"Let us not imagine that wc are 

going to win without sacrifice. 

If they are willing to give their 
lives, don't let us at home let 
them down. Let us fight to the 
finish." 

Col. Mulock said that so many 
civilian wants have been post- 



poned, so many articles such as 
washing-machines and *~*„l A *r- 
ators are awaiH**£ .iiaterials, that 
their r^nutacture after the war 
will "provide a tremendous 
amount of employment." 

"So far as farmers are con- 
cerned, this continent will have 
a great duty to perform to save 
the people of Europe," Col. 
Mulock said. "I don't think that 
r woNwill have any great unem- 
ployment after the war such as 
we had after the last war. 

Let us not think that this will 
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HON. tV. P. MULOCK 

be a short war. We are fighting 
for our existence. The Germans 
didn't have to start this war. 
They started it because they 
thought that they could win. Wc 
are starting to win. We can't 

afford to have a slow-down in 
production." 

Speaking of the need for cargo 
ships. Col. Mulock. said: "There 
is no use for production if wc 
cannot get it across. Canada is 
in it to the finish. There can be 
no turning back until the day 
when the Germans do what 
Churchill and Roosevelt said, 
give an unconditional surrender." 

Col. Mulock told something of 
his work as postmaster-general. 
"Across this country we have 
12,400 post offices," he said. 

"Gross receipts were about 

$55,000,000 last year, an increase 

of $7,000,000 over the year before. 

"We are carrying on in many 

instance;-, with depleted staffs. 

We are carrying the armed

The Home and School Associa- 
tion held its March meeting on 
Tuesday evening in the Stuart 
Scott school, with Mrs. N. L. 
Mathews presiding. 

Miss Ruth Lewis of the Toronto 
Hospital for Sick Children was 
guest speaker. Miss Lewis is one 
of Canada's two specialists in 
speech therapy and speech psy- 
chology, and she gave an inter- 
esting address on speech dis- 
orders nnd how to correct them. 

"Five percent of our children 
suffer from speech defects," said 
Miss Lewis. "But with careful 
training, medical aid. when re- 
quired, and patient understand- 
ing on the part of parents and 
teachers, most of the disorders 
can he and are corrected. The 
ideal time to help correct defects 
is between the ages of four and 
seven years. . After that habits 
have been formed which nre hard 
to break and the sufferer is self- 
conscious. 

"Inarticulation difficulties may 
arise from adenoidal conditions, 
slow development of the lower 
Jaw, badly shaped mouths or 
tongue-tie. All of these need 
medical or dental assistance, after 
whkh the educationist can help 
with the teaching of phonetics, 
using the senses of sight, hearing 
and touch." 

In cases of stammering or stut- 
tering, Miss Lewis stressed that 
in young children this usually 
clears up easily If the child is 
treated normally, given more 
than the usual amount of rest, is 
well nourished and no attention 
drawn to his condition. It is 
caused by a muscular spasm due 
to over- tension of. the muscles. 
Therefore these sufferers must be 
kept free from emotional strain 
of any kind, plenty of rest nnd 
relaxation being most helpful. 

Miss Lewis recommended the 
book, "You Must Relax," by E. 
Jacobean, for parent reading.

HINTS MAYOR 



An increased grant of $300. 
making a total grant of $1,500. 
was requested by W. A. Mc- 
Caffrey, chairman, and If. M. 
Gladman, secretary, of the pub- 
lic library board, at a town coun- 
cil meeting on Tuesday evening. 

"The public is demanding more 

new books." said Mr. McCaffrey. 

"We are always being told that 

Aurora has new books. It has 

been our policy in the past to 

wait and buy reprints. We are 

entitled to a grant of up lo 50 

cents a head of population. Wc 

would be entitled to a good doa! 
more than $1,500. not including 
the camp population. We have 
lent books to the soldiers, and 
are glad to help the camp." 

Mr. Gladman stated that the 
library Has 1,200 books on loan 
to the public all the time. 

"What is the demand?" asked 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"Unfortunately, it is mostly for 
fiction." said Mr. McCaffrey. 
"Recently books on China, Japan, 
etc.. have been more in demand." 

Mr. Gladman said that the 
library had lent 25,000 books last 
year. 

"Why is it necessary to have 
a library at all?" asked Dr. 
Dales. 

"Ask Mr. Vale, he is one of the 
best customers," said Mr. Glad- 
man. 

"What good is the library?" 
asked Dr. Dales. 

"Well, 1,200 people are borrow- 
ing all the time," said Mr. 
Gladman. 

"Why don't they buy their own 
books and periodicals?" insisted 
thejnayor. 

"That would cut their reading 
80 percent," said Mr. Gladman. 

"What good does the library 
do?" continued the mayor. 

"It puts the best literature at 
the people's fingertips," replied 
Mr. Gladman. 

"You mean it is educational," 
said the mayor. 

"Yes," said Mr. Gladman. 

"Apparently it is not educa- 
tional enough when it comes to 
some members of the council and 
some members of the public," 
declared tho mayor. "Put in 
=ome hooks on the arts and 
sciences, and social welfare." 

"The mayor thinks that you 
should have a course on public 
health nurses," explained Mr. 
Vale to the puzzled councillors. 

Later in the evening when the 
no- nurse budget came before the 
council. Dr. Dales moved that 
provision be made for an addi- 
tional $200 grant for the public 
library. 

Councillor J. L. Spillcttc sug- 
gested to Mr. McCaffrey and Mr. 
Gladman how the latest books, 
slightly used, might be purchased 
cheaply. Mayor Dales urged that 
they appeal to private citizens to 
give to the library good books 
which they have read

Reeve Fred A. Lundy's finance 
committee presented to the town 
council on Tuesday evening a 
budget which provided for a 40- 
mill tax rate, a reduction of one 
mill from last year. 

This was made up of 20 mills 
for schools and 20 mills for gen- 
eral purposes, as compared with 
21.5 for schools and 19.5 for gen- 
eral purposes last year. 

Mir. Lundy presented the item- 
ized figures to the council. "The 
public school grant of $22,500 is 
up $500 from last year," said Mr. 
Lundy. 

'The reason that the separate 
school grant is down is that there 
are some public school deben- 
tures off and the separate school 
gels one-twelfth of the total for 
public schools," explained N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., clerk, treasurer 
and solicitor. ^ 

Mr. Lundy said that the com- 
mittee was considering a rate of 
39 mills, until the high school 
board discovered an error in its 
calculations and asked for $700 
more. 

Mr. Lundy said that the grants 
of $3,500 were intended to cover 
$425 for the Soldier-Citizen club, 
$1,200 for the library board, $600 
for the Citizens' band, $50 for 
Civilian Defence Committee, $50 
for the tennis club, $1,000 for 
York County hospital and $100 
for the Horticultural Society. 
This made a total of $3,425. 

Earlier in the evening the lib- 
rary had presented a request for 
$1,500, and Councillor A. D. 
Evans asked that the $200 grant- 
ed to the R.S.A. bugle band last 
year should be made available 
this year for other similar boys* 
work. 

Mr. Mathews said that his orig- 
inal draft had provided $4,000 for 
grants but that the committee 
had cut it down. "Now you are 
short $500," he said. 

"All the grants have to be 
passed on individually," said 
Councillor Joseph Vale. 

"Organizations put us in a 
difficult place when they do not 
make their requests early," said 
Mr. Lundy. 

Dr. Dales moved for an addi- 
tion of $200 to the library board 
grant, but dropped this in view 
of the statement that the council 
would revise the grants as neces- 
sary when they were voted. 

Councillor Wm. Dixon asked 
how the figure of $44,000 for the 
cost of hydro-electric power was 

reached. 

"We can't tell what it will be," 
said Mr. Mathews. "It is an 
estimate. It might vary $1,000 
cither way." • 

Mr. Mathews said that the 
Cotter St. well expenditure had 
been carried at the bank for some 
lime and the first payment of 
$4,000 on principal nnd interest 
on debentures still to be issued 
should be pre-levied this year, 

"Your committee has put in a 
lot of time and work on this bud- 
get," said Mr. Lundy. He com- 
mented that the town's deben- 
ture debt was at a new low. 

'The position of this town in 
10-18-47, unless something terrible 
happens, will be such that this 
will be a very nice place to live " 
said Dr. Dales. "The tax rate 

will be down." 
"It shoud be 35 mills by then,"

"In view of the fact that mem- 
bers of tho council voted on the 
budget I don't see whore you 
would got the money," said Coun- 
cillor Josoph Vale. "X don't see 
how members of the council who 
voted for the huilgnt. with no pro- 
vision for a V.O.N. grant, can vote 
for thltl resolution, tt should have 
been brought up bofnro the bud- 
get." 

"I still think that there Is suffl 
cient buffer In tfio budget for the 
grunt," raid Dr. Dates.

BARRIE POINTS THE WAY 

(Midland Free Press-Herald) 

Midland and Penetanguishene folks cannot but 
be a bit envious of Barrie wnen they read that 
the town council of the county town has effected 
an arrangement for garbage collection which 
brings that service within the reach of all. 

By paying a subsidy of SI ,000 to a garbage col- 
lector the town has made it possible for all citiz- 
ens who wish it to have their garbage removed 
twice weekly. The householders will pay 25 cents 
a month. 

In Midland such householders as wish it make 
their private arrangements with garbage collect- 
ors. Instead of 25 cents per month, however, the 
diarge is usually 25 cents per week. 

Midland and Peiielang councils might well seek 
to discover if some similar solution could not be 
found to that which is now working in Barrie. 
Ifiere is nothing more vital to the health and 
well-being of a community than that its garbage 
should be collected and disposed of regularly. 

If the Barrie plan is not suitable then why not 
that in vogue in Amherstburg? 'Hie Echo of that 

town says: 

"Ifere the problem was tackled as long" ago as 
1928.

THE FARMERS* POSITION 

(Financial Post) 

Bankers have often been accused of failing to 
show either understanding or sympathy for the 
problems of the farmer. There may sometime 
have been some justification for such a charge 
but not today. Typical is. this extract from the 
presidential report of C. If. Carlisle to share- 
holders of the Dominion Bank: 

•"Hie rapid advance in farm prices apparently 
is surprisingly high, but there are compensating 
conditions that must be taken into account. At 
the outbreak of war, farm prices were only on a 
parity with those of 1914. Therefore, an increase 
of 32 percent over these subnormal prices does not 
seem to be unjust when we take into considera- 
tion the farmer's increased costs. Labor costs the 
farmer twice as much, or more, than formerly. 
Again, the farmer has no certainty of securing 
experienced labor and. therefore, is in a quandary 
as to the stock that he may raise or the products 
that he may grow. Farm prices should not be 
permitted to further increase, but government 
should see to it that the farmer's costs are de- 
creased, providing him at all times a reasonable 
profit.'

The post office department an- 
nounced Wednesduy that the 
personal postcard rate of two 
cents will be increased to three 
cents April 1, along with the one- 
cent increase In the first-class 
rate. Printed business cards will 
still be one cent. There will be 
no change in the rate of postage 
on first-class mall— surface or 
air— to the armed forces over- 
seas. 

New blows were reported in 
the air offensive against the 
Japanese forces on Kiska Island 
in a U.S. navy communique 
which said that Kiska was at- 
tacked Monday by two groups of 
heavy and medium bombers.

Time was when hogs were too 
short and, according to Mr. Cock- 
burn. agricultural departments be- 
gan to emphasize , the need for 
length *^but we want width too, not 
narrowness/* - » ' • 

Mr. Smith tells how Canadian 
farmers produced quality bacon 
for the British market before the 
war. He says that "to make the 
best quality, hogs were marketed 
at about 210 pounds Siveweight and 
a few pounds either wuy was 
penalized by price dockage. Such 
a market weight. It should be 
remembered. Is 50 to 150 pounds 
flower than that prevailing in other 
countries and those extra pounds 
are produced much more economic- 
ally than the first 200/* . 

In those two sentences are sev- 
eral statements with which Mr. 
Cockbutn disagreed. 

Hogs have been, and are still. 
marketed at from 190 to 210 
p o u n d s. "We recommend 200 
pounds, if anything, less than 200 
rather than more," said Mr. Cock- 
burn. "And both the dominion 
and provincial $1 subsidies empha- 
size this advice, for a 210-pound 
bog. grading SO peicent. would give 
a dressed weight of 16S pounds, 
just under the maximum 170-pound 
requirement for an A grade car- 
cass. 

"The average dressing percent- 
age at the plants today is 78 
percent, which means n good many 
kill out over 80 percent, and if 210 
pounds on the hoof, would go 
over the 170 pound A grade limit. 

••Aside from the 170-pound dress- 
ed limit, once a pig gets over 200 
pounds en the hoof h c is liable to

200 pound hog is both more econ- 
omical to produce and more econ- 
omical to ship. 

*The carcass weighing up to 
168 pounds makes the ideal Wilt- 
shire 3ide. what is wanted both in 
the British market and in the 
Canadian market." he said. "For 
20 years we have been trying to 
oveicome the British prejudice 
which resulted from shipping any 
kind of pork to Britain during the 
last war, and now the British 
people are sold on Canadian bacon. 
We must maintain the standard, 
for after the war we will have 
competition front European coun- 
tries, which, incidentally, will be 
replenishing their breeding stock 
with Canadian hogs, as the most 
suitable types available." 

Mr. Cockburn said that if in- 
creasing weights had been the best 
way to increase hog production for 
Britain, Canada would have adopt- 
ed it- Instead, "we decided to 
increase the number of sows and 
the number of animals." Inci 
dentally, he stated. Manitoba has 
now stepped ahead of Ontario in 
hog production. Alberta has been 
ahead of Ontario since last 
summer.

A juvenile court of honor for 
Aurora was one of the interest- 
ing proposals considered by the 
town council's social service com- 
mittee on Monday evening.

When York county police court 
was held In Newmarket on Tues- 
day, two members of the Canadian 
army weie each fined $15 and 
costs or ten days for exceeding 
the speed limit on Yonge St. Both 
soldiers pleaded not guilty to 
travelling at 60 miles an hour. 
They were Major It. A. Fisher and 
I*-Cpl. J. Payne, both of Camp 

Borden, 

In the case of U-Cpl. J. Payne, 
Constable Ferguson told his wor- 
ship that he had timed the defend- 
ant in Vaiighan township at 3.10 
p.m. on March 9. L. : Cpl. Payne had 
been driving an army truck in the 
vicinity of Bond Lake at "60 miles 
an hour or a Utile better." 

"I thought that he showed a dis- 
regard for the traffic rules of the 
pi'ovmce." stated the witness. "He 
continued to drive In this way, 
although he knew that I was fol- 
lowing." 

In hi» defence I*.-Cp1. Payne said 
that he didn't know that the 
officer was following. He had been 
on his way to Toronto to pick up 
a prisoner and thought that he 
had been driving at 47 or tS miles 
an hour. 

"If you drive an army truck you 
better keep down the rate of speed 
just the same as if you are driving 
any other vehicle," warned Magis- 
trate Woodliffe. "You have no 
moro right to exceed the speed 
limit even if you are driving an 
army car. However. I'll Rive you 
the benefit of the doubt ami fine

forces mail and a much larger 
volume of commercial mail. We 
are restricted as to the employees 
we can take on. If men are 
physically fit and under 45 years 
of age we cannot employ them." 

Col. Mulock said that city de- 
liveries had been reduced from 
two to one a day, and that post- 
men making two heavy deliveries 
were finding routes too long and 
that the routes had to be short- 
ened. He paid tribute to the co- 
operation of postal employees, in- 
cluding "our rural postmasters 
and rural carriers." 

**We have taken on many extra 
duties," said Col. Mulock. 4 'We 
have collected over three million 
pounds of rubber without ex- 
pense to this country. Post- 
masters are handling war savings 
certificates, national registration, 
unemployment insurance and 
ration cards. Postmasters have 
taken on this extra work gladly." 

He told of the extension of 
Trans-Canada Airlines from coast 
to coast as a publicly- owned ser- 
vice. "We are clearly one of the 
most favored countries in the 
world so far as air transport is 
concerned," Col. Mulock said. 
"After this war Canada, in my 
opinion, will be one of the lead- 
ing countries in the world in air 
transport and air passenger ser- 
vice. We will be able to employ 
large numbers of men, who are 
now willing to give their lives. 
doing the thing they want to do." 

Col. Mulock said that the post 
office department paid the de- 
partment of transport for operat- 
ing Trans-Canada Airlines and 
that deficits had now been turn- 
ed into a profit "From now on 
I am satisfied that so far as the 
post office department is con- 
cerned, Trans-Canada Airlines 
will show a substantial profit." 

Col. Mulock said that when he 
became the minister there were 
"a great number of complaints 
about the loss of parcels, particu* 
larly of tobacco." As the result 
of study, his department set up a 
new system of delivery in co- 
operation with the tobacco comp- 
anies. Postal employees go into 
the factories and seal the bags, 
which are opened by other Can- 
adian postal employees on deliv- 
ery overseas. 

"We have given virtual regist- 
ered mail service" said Col. 
Mulock. 

. . 

Col. Mulock told of his visit to 

Britain by plane- and travelling 
3,500 miles in Britain to various 
camps and stations to investigate 
mail deliveries and talk to the 
men. Britain too had lost many 
of her most experienced postal 
employees and mail delays were 
inevitable at times, he said.

When spxying 'seeds the very 
small ones should be pressed into 
the soil after it has been .watered. 
Small seeds should be. barely 
covered with just enough soil to 
conceal them. In sowing small 
seeds the tendency is to make the 
sifted soil too fine and after wet- 
ting such soil will become too 
hard. Fine seeds sown on a 
rough surface will have a better 
chance to grow. 

Mix fine seeds in a saucer with 
sand as soil, and then sow on a 
rought surface. Larger seeds 
should be sown an eighth of an 
inch deep or as the directions on 
the package usually says to a 
depth of four times their size. 

The best soil for seeds is com- 
posed of one port sand, one part 
loam and one part leaf mould.
